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On  tlmaitwr  M,  1963,  at  9i00  AH,  wa  Trim!  for  duty  at  City  Hall  and 
reported  to  Capt.  Frita  In  hi a office.  Capt.  Frita,  S.  L.  Boyd,  R.  K.  Rina, 

B.  1.  Senkel , and  F.  H.  Turner  diacoaaed  their  assignments  for  the  tine 
Frealdent  Kennedy  was  to  be  in  Balia  a.  Capt.  Frita  told  Sima  and  Boyd  that 
they  ware  assigned  with  bin  to  work  the  Pre aidant’s  head  table  at  the  Trade 
Hart.  At  IOiOO  AH  Capt.  Frita,  Boyd,  and  Bins  left  the  City  Hall  In  Capt. 
Frita’ a city  squad  car.  Rina  drove  to  the  Trade  Hart  end  arrived  there  at 
10»10  AH.  We  parked  our  car  on  the  east  parkin*  lot.  >e  walked  directly 
to  the  Trade  Hart  end  went  to  the  President’ a table.  We  st*t  Hr.  Dave  Grant 
and  Hr.  Robert  Stewart  of  the  V.  S.  Secret  Service.  We  diacoaaed  our  duties 
and  familiarised  ourselves  with  the  eras  of  the  President's  table.  We  dis- 
cussed t>n  route  of  the  ’'resident  to  his  table  am!  Who  would  be  permitted  in 
the  roped  off  ores  around  the  President's  table.  Ve  lnspeeted  the  President' a 
table  and  the  roped  off  area.  At  1F«30  PH  Capt.  Frita,  along  with  Hr.  Robert 
Stewart  of  the  U.  S.  Secret  'ervice,  node  the  final  inspection  of  the  Presi- 
dent's table.  At  about  l?:bO  PH  Chief  H.  9.  Stevenson  cans  over  to  the  west 
aido  of  the  roped  off  area  end  called  Capt,  Frita.  He  told  Capt.  Frita  that 
President  Kennedy  had  been  Involved  In  an  accident  at  the  triple  underpass 
and  waa  on  his  way  to  Parkland  Hospital.  He  advised  us  to  go  to  Parkland. 
Capt.  Frita,  Sima,  and  Boyd  rushed  out  to  their  car.  Capt.  Frita  paid  the 
report  of  the  President' a accident  could  to  a hoax,  so  Sies  checked  with  the 
police  dispatcher  by  radio.  The  dispatcher  told  ur  the  President  had  been 
shot.  Slue  drove  Code  3 to  Parkland,  arriving  there  in  leas  than  3 srlnutea. 
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Chief  Curry  we*  out  front  of  Parkland  emergency  entrance,  and  he  told  Capt. 
Frlta  to  go  to  the  eeene  of  the  shooting.  We  rtuhed  hack  to  our  ear  and 
Sheriff  Decker  went  with  us.  Sins  drove  Code  3 to  the  Texas  Book  Depositary 
Building  at  rin  and  Houston  and  parked  out  front.  We  arrived  there  at 
approximately  12:58  FM  and  saw  that  the  building  was  surrounded  by  Police 
officers,  so  we  rushed  on  tssid*.  ke  got  on  the  elevator  with  several  other 
officers,  Lt.  Jack  Revill  and  Tart.  R.  V.  Westphal  are  the  only  ones  that  we 
can  remember  who  rod#  the  elevator  with  us.  be  stopped  on  the  second  floor, 
opened  the  elevator  door,  end  saw  officers  there.  We  went  on  up  to  the 
third  floor  and  cot  off  the  elevator.  Westphal  said  ha  had  a key  to  30?. 

We  stayed  there  about  30  seconds  and  saw  several  other  officers  there,  eo 
we  pot  hack  on  the  elevator  and  went  to  the  fourth  floor  and  got  off.  There 
were  several  officers  on  t'  is  floor  so  we  caught  the  freight  elevator  and 
went  to  the  fifth  floor.  We  made  a hurried  search  along  the  front  end  west 
side  windows  and  tl*n  went  on  up  to  the  sixth:  floor.  Some  officers  stayed 
on  the  sixth  floor,  and  we  went  on  up  to  the  seventh  floor  and  started  to 
search  along  the  front  windows.  About  this  time  someone  yelled  that  seme 
empty  hulls  had  been  found  on  the  sixth  floor.  Capt.  Frits,  Sine,  and  Boyd 
went  to  the  south ea st  window  on  the  sixth  floor  end  saw  three  empty  rifle 
hulls  on  the  floor  near  the  window.  The  ssipty  hulls  were  found  about  1:15 
rw.  Deputy  Sheriff  Duke  P.  Mooney  said  he  found  them  and  left  them  lay  as 
they  were.  V.'e  stayed  there  with  the  empty  hulls  to  preserve  the  scene  and 
a methodical  search  war  started  by  other  officers  going  from  east  to  west. 
About  1:70  T*’,  Lt.  C.  Day  and  ret.  *.  I.  Studobaker  arrived  on  the  sixth 
floor.  Cart.  Frit*  asked  Lt.  bey  to  take  pictures  of  the  hulls  and  the 
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surrounding  area.  About  1«?5  W someone  called  lor  Capt.  Frit*,  and  he  left 
Det.  L.  L.  Montgomery  and  Marvin  Johnson  to  stay  with  the  hulls.  Capt.  Frit*, 
Sins,  and  Boyd  vent  over  to  near  the  stairway  where  one  of  the  officers  had 
called  Capt.  Frit*.  Someone  said  the  gun  had  been  found.  Capt.  Frits 
walked  between  a stack  of  books  and  over  some  books  to  where  the  gun  was 
laying  between  some  boxes  and  partially  covered  by  sons  paper.  The  gun 
was  about  1 feet  from  the  west  wall  and  about  B feet  from  the  west  stairway. 
Sims  went  back  to  where  Lt . Pay  wee  and  told  him  tie  gun  had  been  found.  It. 
Pay  or  Pet.  ftudebaker  took  another  picture  of  tie  hulls  and  tald  they  had 
already  taken  pictures  of  the  scene.  Sims  picked  up  the  empty  hulls,  and 
Lt.  Pay  bald  an  envelope  open  while  Sima  dropped  them  In  the  envelope.  It. 

Pay  then  walked  over  to  where  the  rifle  had  been  found.  let.  Studebaker  and 
Lt.  Day  took  pioturea  of  the  rifle.  Mr.  Pinkston  of  the  F.  B.  I.  and  a 
Secret  Service  agent  were  there  at  the  time  pictures  were  being  made.  We 
don't  know  the  Secret  Service  agent's  name.  Mr.  Ellsworth  and  another  officer 
teem  Alcohol  Tax  Department  were  also  there.  Lt.  Pay  them  picked  up  the  rifle 
and  dusted  It  for  fingerprints.  Some  man  then  called  Capt,  Frtls,  and  he 
walked  over  to  where  the  man  was.  This  im  gave  Capt.  Frit*  the  name  of  Las 
Harvey  Oswald  and  his  home  address  in  Irving,  Texas.  We  had  Just  heard  that 
Officer  .T.  E.  TInpit  had  been  abot  and  killed  in  Oak  Cliff.  Capt.  Frit*, 

Sima,  and  Boyd  then  left  the  Texas  Book  Depositary and  someone  told  Capt. 

Fritz  that  Sheriff  Pecker  wanted  to  talk  to  him.  Capt.  Frit*  went  over  to 
Sheriff  Decker's  office  and  stayed  10  or  IS  minutes.  Then  Cant.  Fritz,  Sima, 
and  Boyd  left,  and  Sima  drove  Code  3 to  City  Hall.  We  arrived  at  Capt.  Frit*' a 
office  approximately  ?tl$  PM.  Thors  were  a lot  of  people  in  the  Homicide 
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Bureau  and  Pat.  T.  1,  Bakar  told  Capt.  Frit*  that  tha  mm  who  shot  Officer 
Tipplt  waa  In  tha  interrogation  room.  Capt.  Frit*  then  found  out  that  this 
nan' a naan  was  Tee  Harvey  Oswald,  tha  aaae  naan  that  ha  had  received  at  tha 
Taras  Hook  Bepoaitory  from  th«  nan  thara.  *t  2t?0  IK  Sim*  and  Boyd  took 
Oswald  fro*  the  interrogation  room  and  aaaorted  hin  into  Capt.  frit*1* 
office.  Purine  tha  interrogation  of  Oswald,  Vr.  Jim  Bookout  and  “r.  Rosty, 

F.  ».  t.  agents,  wara  in  the  office  with  Capt.  Frit*,  Fima  and  Boyd.  Thar# 
waa  also  a feeret  Service  agent  rraaant  and  theae  F.  P.  T.  and  Secrtt  Sarriaa 
aganta  took  part  in  the  interrogation  o f Oswald  with  Capt.  Frit*.  At  h*05  Jfc 
Slaia,  Boyd,  and  ret.  F.  0.  Hall  took  Oswald  down  to  the  hold  over  in  the  Jail 
office  for  a show-up.  Down  in  the  hold  over,  Boyd  searched  Oswald  and  found 
fire  lire  round*  of  .36  calibre  pistol  shells  In  hi a left  frent  pocket.  Kiss 
found  a bua  transfer  slip  in  Oswald's  ahirt  poekst.  Oswald  took  his  ring  off 
and  gave  it  to  Sin*.  be  put  threa  other  awn  in  the  show-up  with  Oswald. 

They  war#  as  follows i #1  Billy  Perry,  ft  lee  Harvey  Oswald,  #3  R.  I>.  Clark, 
and  '%  Tkm  Abies.  Pins,  Hall,  and  B'yd  want  on  tha  ahow-«p  stage  with  tha 
men  who  were  in  the  sA ow-op.  Tha  four  men  vara  handcuffed  together.  After 
the  Show-up  was  orar,  at  MBO  W,  w#  took  Oswald  back  to  Capt.  Frit*’ a office 
where  Cart.  Frit*,  F.  B,  I.  »g*nt«,  and  Secret  Barrie*  Agent*  talked  to 
Oswald  now©  more.  At  6:?0  **'  Bims,  Boyd,  and  Hall  took  Oswald  hack  to  the 
show-np  room  and  held  a lina-nr  with  the  same  men  en  were  in  the  firat  one. 
They  were  also  numbered  the  name  aa  the  first.  At  6iJ7  ”M,  we  left  the 
«hov-up  room  and  took  Oswald  hack  to  Capt.  Frits's  office.  Shortly  after- 
wards, Cant.  Frits,  Justice  of  Peace  David  Johnston,  and  Aasi slant  District 
Attorney,  Bill  Alexander,  came  to  Capt.  Frits's  office.  Capt.  Frits  signed 
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a worrfer  complaint  against  Lee  Hsreey  Ogwsld  which  was  accepted  by  Assist- 
ant district  Attorney,  Bill  Alexander.  This  was  for  the  murder  of  Officer 
J.  B.  Tippit.  At  approximately  7i30  PM,  Ball  and  Boyd  were  sitting  in  the 
office  with  Oswald  and  Mr.  Clements  of  the  F.  E.  I cane  in  and  interrogated 
Oswald.  At  7«lt0  PH  Hall,  fins,  and  Boyd  took  Oswald  back  to  show-up  room. 
This  tins  there  was  also  three  other  nen  in  the  show  up.  They  were  ee 
follows i #1  Richard  Walter  Borehgardt, #2  Lac  Harrey  Oswald,  #3  Ellis  Carl 
Braswell,  #li  Don  Abies.  After  the  show-up,  st  7' 55  Hi  we  took  Oswald  bask 
to  Capt.  Frits' s office  and  hr.  Clements  continued  his  interrogation  of 
Oswald  for  shout  another  half  hour.  At  8t55  PM  Dot.  Johnny  Hicks  end  H.  L. 
Studebaker  of  the  Crime  Lab  came  to  Capt.  Frits' a office.  Hicks  started 
finger  printing  Oewald,  then  rgt.  Pete  Barnes  can  In.  Shortly  afterward, 
Capt.  George  Bounty  seme  in  and  stayed  a few  minutes.  After  Hicks  flniahad 
Finger  printing  Oswald,  he  end  Bernes  made  pare f fin  ousts  of  both  hands  tnd 
also  the  rirht  side  of  his  face.  Bet.  Studebaker  asrietad  Hicks  and  Barnes. 
H.  *.  Moor#,  P • M.  Sims,  and  K.  L.  Boyd  were  present  most  of  the  time  while 
casts  were  being  made.  At  arproxlmataly  lli30  PM  Rime  and  Boyd  made  out 
arrest  #!eets  on  Oswald  and  shortly  afterward  0 ief  Curry  and  Capt.  Frits 
came  to  Capt.  Frits'  s office  and  told  us  to  take  Oswald  down  out  in  frent 
of  the  stage  at  the  show  up  room.  Chief  Curry  gams  us  instructions  not  to 
let  anyone  touch  Oswald,  and  if  they  attempted  to  do  so,  for  us  to  take  him 
to  jail  immediately.  Capt.  Frits  told  us  that  he  wanted  all  the  officers 
in  the  Homicide  Rureau  to  go  down  to  the  shov-up  room.  After  e short  wait, 
we  took  Oswald  down  to  the  show-np  room  shortly  after  midnight.  The  show- 
up  room  was  full  of  news  man.  Vs  kept  him  there  about  5 minutes  then  took 
him  straight  to  the  jail  office  at  approximately  l?i?0  AM  on  Hots* or  23, 
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1963.  Chief  Lumpkin,  Sins,  Beyd,  end  Sgt.  Warren  took  Oswald  to  fourth 
floor  3*11  and  turned  hits  over  to  the  jailer*  at  12: 23  AM. 

80VEMBER  23,  1963 

On  Hoveafcer  23,  1963,  we  arrived  for  work  et  9:30  AM.  At  10:25  AH, 
Sine,  Boyd,  and  Dot,  it.  0.  Hall  cheeked  Lee  Harvey  Oswald  out  of  jell  and 
brought  hie  to  Capt.  Frit* 'a  office  for  questioning.  Hr.  Bookout  of  the 
F.  B.  I.,  Mr.  Hobart  Hash,  ’!.  s.  Marshal,  end  Mr.  Kelly  of  Secret  Service 
were  In  the  office  with  Capt.  Frits  at  the  tine.  Boyd  and  Hall  etayed  In 
the  office  during  the  Interrogation.  After  Capt.  Frit*  and  the  other 
off! ears  finished  thalr  interrogation.  Sins,  Boyd,  and  Hall  returned 
Oswald  to  lail  at  11: 30  AM.  Shortly  afterwards.  Sine,  Boyd,  Hall,  and 
Pet*  C.  M.  fhorlty  went  to  1026  Forth  Beckley  to  reeheek  Oswald's  roots. 

Wo  arrived  at  11: <9  AM  and  left  at  12:30  PM,  At  approximately  6:00  PM 
Sima  assisted  K.  0.  Hall  and  Bet.  L.  C.  Graves  in  checking  Oswald  out  of 
jail  and  brought  hin  to  Capt.  Frits' s office.  Bins  didn't  stay  in  the 
office  during  the  interrogation.  After  the  Interrogation,  Pins  assisted 
Hall  and  Graves  In  returning  Oswald  to  jail  at  7:15  FM.
